At 11:00 m on October 27, .1950, Supervisor ROBERT GRAHVTTJE 
of the Hew York Office called and stated that relative to the trip 
that is planned by VICTOR K. D, ROSS and our teletjTe indicating that 
he may possibly be planning a meeting with SARAHT, he had the follow- 
ing suggestions to make: 


He stated that the U.S. Attorney will issue a subpoena Itor 
SARAHT. However, GRAHVILLE stated that a siibpoena could not be - 
obtained over the weekend and suggested that possibly several sxibpoenas 
could be Isstted today and made available to the Agents who will be con- 
ducting the suinreiUance and when ROSS is turned over to Agents of 
another office, at that time turn over the subpoenas so that if SARAHT 
were located the subpoena covild be Sferved on him immediately. 


Mr. GRAir/ILLE desired an ans\rc:r in this matter as soon as - ■ - 
possible as he planned to call the Bureau. The information was immedi- 
ately telcphonically furnished to SAC VJAIi. ^
